WASHINGTON — UP) — 


The Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee charges that 
Harvey M. Matusow lied 
when he recanted his testi- 
mony against 2M persons, 
and that "Communist conspi- 
rators" paid him to recant. 


Matusow, after testifying against 


alleged Communists in a series of 
criminal trials and congressional 
hearings" in the earlier 1950's, re- 
pudiated the testimony last spring. 


Reporting on 12 days of public 


hearings in which it explored for 
the story behind this turnabout, the 
subcommittee called his reversal 
the result of an "apparent con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice." It de- 
;mande<l further prosecution of 
Matusow. and .others on conspiracy 
charges.

On* subcommittee member,. Sen. 


Hennings (D-Mo), has said Qie re- 
port contains "a, number of basic 
matters and conclusions, with which 
I am forced to take exception." 
He said he would.spell out these 
exceptions soon in a separate state- 
ment. 


Matusow now is appealing a 


three-year prison sentence for con- 
tempt of court, growing out of his 
repudiation of testimony that help- 
ed to convict Clinton Jencks, a 
West .Coast labor union official, of 
perjury. Ke is at liberty on bond. 


In making public the subcom- 


mittee's 120-page printed report, 
Chairman Eastland (D-M3ss) said 
Friday night: 


"The subcommittee has every 


reason to believe that Matusow 
had been telling the truth in his 
testimony all along until he fell 
into the hands of Communists last 
October (October. 1954) and. for 30 
pieces of silver—that is. for a little 
money and notoriety—betrayed his

The Doctor Says: 


Long-Lasting Cough Is 
Bronchicclasis Danger Sign 


It is obvious from the surprising-' 


ly large number of letters on the 
subject, that bronchiectasia -is a 
matter of serious concern to thou- 
sands. One correspondent, for ex- 
ample, writes that he 60-year-old 
husband has been told that he has 
this condition but she irnot clear 
what caused it nor what can be 
done for it. 
„ 


First, I should like to explain 


what bronchiectasis means. This 
is a disorder of the lungs in which 
small pockets develop which are 
likely to be partly filled with mu- 
cous fluid or other semisolid ma- 
terial. 
' 


When these broken-down pockets 


get large enough they will usually 
show in an x-ray film or can be 
demonstrated by special methods. 
They are arranged much like a 
bunch of grapes. 


ANYTHING WHICH results in a 


long-lasting cough such as bronchi- 
tis or a chronic sinus infection may 
eventually bring on bronchiectasis. 
Once bronchiectasis has become 
established the 
cough 
remains; 


coughing often brings up heavy 
mucous sputum, frequently having 
a foul odor. 


The first step in treatment is to 


;ee if the condition which produced 
the bionchiectasis is still active 
and to use whatever means pos-

THE MEDICAL OTRKAIMIENT of 


lully developed bronchiectasis ha» 
not been highly successful, at least 
until recently. Now, however, tha 
use of penicillin offers hope to 
some people with bronchiectasis. 
especially if the disorder is not too 
far advanced. 


The other method of treatment 


which is satisfactory for many of 
those with 
bronchiectasis, even 


when the condition is advanced; is 
surgery. The part of the lung af- 
fected with bronchiectasis often can 
be removed by surgery pretty suc- 
cessfully and this has undoubtedly 
saved many lives. In considering 
surgery, of course, the individual 
circumstances have to be weighed 
in each instance. 


BROXCH1ECTASIS constitutes «. 


serious handicap to health and it 
can produce dangerous complica- 
tions. It is better to prevent than 
to treat. 


Since it can come from so many 


different causes, a person who has 
a long-continued cough, regardless

30 miles east of Little America 
has been picked as the base camp 
for Rear Adm. Richard F. Byrd's 
latest Antarctic expedition. 


The Hainan shelf ice is regarded 


a§ more stable and accessible than 
that in the Bay of Whales area 
where the first four Little Ameri- 
cas he buried under snow and ice. 


Located some 800 miles from the 


South Pole. Hainan Bay has as 
its nearest neighbors Americans at 
McMurdo Sound, 400 miles west. 


Trail parties are now out mark- 


ing off the exact "ite of the new 
base, 6 or 7 miles inland. 


To provide a base for the cargo 


ships in the bay ice, the icebreak- 
er USS Glacier has chopped out 
an area 1.000 yards square. The 
ice averaged 7 feet thick. 


Several times the Glacier carved 


out islands of ice each bigger than 
a couple football fields and watch 
ed them drift out to sea. The 8 500- 
ton ship would literally climb up 
on the ice to batter it down. Then 
it would back up, gather speed 
and charge again.

Kutcher, a balding, stocky man 


who lost his legs under German 
mortar fire, spoke in quiet tones 
at the two hour hearing.

The House Committee on Un-
